IN TWO YEARS 


Biglerville’s 
board 
of education 
slashed the salary of all of its teach­ 
ers 7 per cent, with the exception of 
four, who are now receiving the 
m inimum pay. 
The reduction be­ 
com es effective at the opening of 
the next school term, 1933-34. 
T his is the second pay reduction 
the 
Biglerville teachers have re­ 
ceived in successive terms. Last year 
all teachers were reduced 5 per cent. 
The new slash will mean a saving of 
approxim ately $800 per year to B ig­ 
lerville. 
W hile the board slashed teachers* 
pay it also reduced the school tax 
rate from 14 m ills to 1 2 4 , a reduc­ 
tion of one and one-half m ills in 
favor of the taxpayers of that com ­ 
m unity. 
R eelect Teachers 
The teachers’ salary budget at 
Biglerville is approximately $15,800. 
Included in this am ount is the sal­ 
ary of each of the four teachers re­ 
ceiving the m inimum. 
The board 
felt that they should not be affected 
by the decrease in pay and in ti­ 
m ated that as soon as conditions 
warrant and the taxpayers could 
tiff Ord it the teachers’ pay would be 
returned to its normal scale. 
T he reduction affects eight teach­ 
ers in the high school and grades,
